On Thursday, October 10, 2022, the Bureau of Criminal Investigation (BCI) Special Agent 
Supervisor (SAS) Kevin Barbeau was requested to review the below reports and body worn 
cameras (BWC) for Garrity related materials. These attached reports and BWCs are associated 
with an Officer Involved Critical Incident (OICI) that occurred on Monday, June 27, 2022, 
between members of Akron Police Department (APD) and Jayland Walker, deceased involved 


party. 


SAS Barbeau reviewed the "ORIGINAL Orrand Action Taken" report. This report is was authored 
by APD Detective Sergeant Mike Orrand. Det. Orrand was the assigned detective for this 
particular investigation until BCI was requested to investigate this matter. SAS Barbeau located 
material that could be Garrity related. SAS Barbeau highlighted in BLACK the Garrity related 
material in such a fashion that the information is unreadable. This edited version was saved 
electronically to the file and attached below as "£D/TED Orrand Action Taken." This edited 
version may be reviewed by investigators. 


SAS Barbeau reviewed the "ORIGINAL 2022-078920 Supplement-Pasternak 1410" report. This 
report is was authored by APD Sergeant M. Pasternak, who was working during the time of the 
OICI. SAS Barbeau located material that could be Garrity related. SAS Barbeau highlighted in 
BLACK the Garrity related material in such a fashion that the information is unreadable. This 
edited version was saved electronically to the file and attached below as "EDITED 2022-078920 
Supplement-Pasternak 1410."This edited version may be reviewed by investigators.

scene, I started out shortly after they did. 


| arrived on scene around 00:50 hours and spoke to Sgt. Sinsley. 
He advised that eight officers fired their pistols and that the 
suspect/driver was deceased in the Bridgestone/Firestone Lot. 


I asked who collected the involved officers BWC's and Sgt, 
Sinsley advised that Sgt. Pasternak collected them. 


Detective Aber asked them (involved officers) three public 
safety questions. 


1. Did they fire with a handgun or their rifle? 
2. How many rounds they think they fired? 
3 Did they use their taser? 


I then advised Detective Aber to contact Brid gestone/Firestone 
security to see if anyone occupied the building at the time of 
the incident and if they had cameras that monitored the parking 
it where it occurred.

I advised Sgt. Sinsley to sequester the involved officers in a 
parking lot at Main St. and E. Wilbeth Rd. It was a lot that 
provided some concealment due to its lighting conditions but 
was within the outer perimeter we established for the scene. I

the walk-through with each officer. The order of officers was as follows: 


1. Siegferth- Was driver working with Sweeny. Advised 
that Walker abandoned his vehicle through the passenger 
side when he (Siegferth) used the cruiser to block the 
driver's door. We up to the eastbound entrance of the 
parking lot to show where Walker ran from. Walker's 
vehicle continued moving driverless until it crashed into 
the bushes at the church. Siegferth then walked us 
westbound through the grass towards the parking lot. I 
advised him not to walk into the lot and we stopped short 
of some bushes that were intermittently placed around it. 
Siegferth then pointed (towards the parking lot) and said 
that Walker slowed down, reached towards his waist, and 
pulled his arm up and out towards them. Siegferth stated 
that he fired around four rounds towards Walker in a 
northwest direction. He did not deploy his Taser. 

2. Ritzinger: Passenger working with Getz in Car #20. At 
some point around I 76 and Rt. 8 their unit became 
primary in the vehicle pursuit. He stated that he fired 17 
or 18 shots and did not deploy his taser. 

3. Getz: Driver working with Ritzinger in Car #20. Fired 
his Taser around the bushes surrounding the parking lot 
and transitioned to his pistol, fired 18 shots. 

4. Sweeny: Passenger in Car #18 working with Siegferth. 
Was about twenty feet away, fired unknown number of 
rounds. 

5. Carmany: Driver car 424 working with Bishop. They 
became secondary in the chase when car #20 became 
primary. Did not fire his Taser and shot one full 
magazine.

6. Trawick: Working alone in Car #4. Was possibly the 
fourth car in the pursuit. He saw Walker turn and look 
back twice, was the second farthest out, and fired three 
or four rounds. He did not fire his Taser. 


7. Filimon: Working alone in Car #1. Possibly third car 
involved in pursuit. Fired his Taser, saw Walker's right 
hand pulling, fired unknown rounds. 

8. Bishop: Passenger in Car 424 working with Carmany. 
Fired two or three rounds and did not deploy his Taser. 


At 03:45 hours BCI Agent Soroka arrived and I briefed him 
again about the incident and scene. 


Detective Keith Williams and Aber responded to the S/B ramp 
of Rt. 8 at E. Tallmadge Ave. CSU Detective Dnunzio located a 
spent shell casing on the ramp with detectives present. 


Around 09:00 hours I responded to the Summit County Medical 
Examiner's Office.I was present for the autopsy of Atavia 
Robinson, that was shot and killed two nights before. Dr. 
Shott performed her autopsy and was starting to process the 
body of Jayland Walker when I was notified by Sgt. Starvaggi 
that I was no longer assigned to the case. He advised that BCI 
was handling the investigation and I left the Medical 
Examiners Office around 11:00 hours. 


When I returned to work later that same night I recived a 
phone call from Kia Walker (Jayland's sister 234 500-0027). 
She stated that Jayland has not been the same since his Fiance 
died in Cincinnatti on May 27'^, 2022. I recorded our 
conversation and uploaded it into Evidence.com, then advised 
my chain of command about the conversation.

NARRATIVE 


, Sgt. M. Pasternak #1410, was working car 41 on June 27th, 2022. At approximately 0030 hours, 
heard car begin to call out a chase over the radio. As the chase proceeded, heard car 
announce over the radio that a shot was fired from the suspect vehicle and that the officers were 
not struck. was in the station at the time but got in my cruiser and drove to the area of the chase. 
The suspect vehicle was travelling west on Wilbeth Rd approaching S Main St. Several other 
cruisers and stopped oncoming traffic at the intersection of S Main St and Wilbeth Rd so that the 
chase could proceed safely. 


While still at the intersection, heard an officer call out that the suspect vehicle was slowing down. 
Shortly after, saw a gold firework erupt over the treeline to the east of my location. then heard a 
large amount of pops that sounded like gunfire right after saw the firework. Due to the close 
proximity of seeing the firework and hearing the pops, could not distinguish which pops were from 
the fireworks and which pops were gunfire. | didnt immediately hear anything over the radio so | 
went east on Wilbeth Rd towards the sounds. As was approaching heard an officer announce 
over the radio that shots were fired and a med unit was requested When arrived on scene, saw 
a lot of officers near the suspect who was laying on the ground in the parking lot of the Firestone 
building. 


Sgt. Tersigni was with the officers near the suspect. Sgt. Tersigni directed the officers that fired 
their weapons towards me while the other officers on scene rendered medical aid. sequestered 


Officers , Filimon, Getz, : and Bishop in seperate cruisers. also 
collected their Body Worn Cameras. Sgt. Sinsley provided me with Body Worn Cameras from 
Officers : who were involved in the incident and four officers who witnessed the 


incident. transferred custody of the Body Worn Cameras to Det. S. Flail from the CSU unit. 
assisted with scene security until was no longer needed. then cleared the call and resumed 
patrol.
